Here is some good an I bad news j 
for the tax payers of Cook county j 
and particularly the tax payers in < 
the suburban townships. The col­ 
lector’s books for collection of 1934 
t a x e s will be in tile hands of the 1 
various tax collectors within a week I 
and bills will be in the m ails soon 
thereafter, home people may call j 
those tax bills bad news, but here 
is the good news. 
Accompanying ; 
the bills of every tax payer who I 
paid 1931 taxes, 
will 
be credit j 
checks for a fifteen per cent reduc­ 
tion upon said taxes. These credit 
checks can be used as part pay­ 
ment of 1934 taxes. The discount I 
only applies to homes and one and 
two flat buildings, neither on land 
value of said places. 
Tho collectors do not know yet ’ 
how long a period they will be a1- I 
lowed to hold the tax books, but ! 
the closing dates will be included ' 
with the tax bills. There will be I 
two periods of collection. 
Penalty Removed from 
Delinquent Taxes 
Delinquent general taxes prior | 
to the year 1933, can he paid in 
Chicago w ithout the penalty. The j 
last legislature passed such a law I 
with the expectation 
th at 
many 
property 
owners 
of 
delinquent j 
property would be 
inf luenced to j 
pay back taxes and again place such i 
property upon the tax books as ac­ 
tive accounts. 
W ith few exceptions there are 
only m inor 
changes 
in the tax 
rates. As there is to be no more 
state tax, which usually am ount to j 
50c, a great m any of the tax bills 
will be lower. The county rate .has 
been increased 10c and 
some of 
school districts have also made sub­ 
stantial increases. 
The new rates and com parative 
table with rates of last year are 
given below.

The rest is up to the YUBA au ­ 
thorities. Horace McCullem, form ­ 
er m ayor of Glenview and recently 
appointed regional director of WB A 
work in northeastern Illinois, m ust 
first give the proj* cts his stam p of 
approval, then w ith hundreds of 
others from all p a rts of U. S. 
the projects go to Ii. L. Hopkins, a t 
W ashington, who will have the 
final say as to w hether the A rling­ 
ton H eights plan will be included 
am ong those in Illinois which will 
Le constructed by governm ent W PA 
funds. 
The announced purpose 
of this 
so-called “easy money” is to pro­ 
vide em ploym ent for a largo p art 
of the men who are w ithout jobs 
and upon relief. The governm ent 
will soon contribute little to the 
states to aid them in the distribu­ 
tion of cash relict. The job for car­ 
ing for the unemployed will here­ 
after fall alm ost entirely upon the 
state and counties.
